rn\iiiir to the greatly increased €e- 


m:ind f»r fisfo and the higher prices 
prevailing, the total market ralne *t 
CV.iiadian fisheries for the last fiscal 
\.-;>r constituted a record. It amotarte* 
to S3S3,208,:->7S, according to the an»«al 
report of the fisheries branch. iss»ed 
recently. This was $3,347.670 greater 
than the ralue for the previous year. 


To the total value the sea fisheries 


contributed $34,386,013, and the inl«d 
fisheries, S4.S22.365. The British Co- 
lumbia catch headed the list, wltM a 
value of S14,637,346, the figures for Ika 
rest being: Nova Scotia, S10.092.1H2; 
New Brunswick, $5,656.859; Qoetec. 
S2.991.624; Ontario, $2,658,993; Mani- 
toba, Sl.344,170; Saskatchewan, J2SI,- 
946; Alberta, $144,317, and YmkMu 
$604210. As usual, the salmon catch 
was more valuable than any otfcer, 
amounting to $10.882,431.
